who served with the NKVD in Ietvia in 1940, was in command of the WD 
in Lithuania and maintained his headquarters at Vina. The former 
Ministry of Finance building in Kaunae was turned into an MVD school, 
which was attended by 700 to 800 eadete during Jamary 1948. 


13. The OBO (Osobny Banditski Odtel), under the command of Major Yokolor, 
specializes in undercover anti-rartisean work. The OBO has exceptional 
prestipe and authority and haa the pover to requisition troops from 
both the HGB and 1ND, OBO members senerally vork singly or in grours 
of less than tuenty, and often war Lithuanian, Latvian, or Uleratnian 
partisan uniforms for ponstration purposes. O80 persennel have enrared 
in bloody battles with MGB troops mercly as a cever to enable then 
iater to fise to the wods and contact partisan rroups. 


le The OBO maintains contict with Lithuanians who ars acting as Russian 
agents. In some instances, the OBO has semt arents otside Lithuania 
to attempt the contacting of partisan representatives abroad. Tha 089 
nas made little propress in Lithuanian rural districts, sinee the 
natives realize that any help rendered the Russians wold eest then 
their lives at the hands of the partisans,.. In the cities, where it 
is more difficult for the partisans te punish collaborators, the OBO 
hae been more successful in conducting operations. 
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In 1945, the Russians organized units of pro-Soviet Lithuanians 
for the combatting of partisans, Several battalions and comrmnnl 
groups (seventy men to a group) were formed, but the organization, 
called the Istrebiteli, wis never able to recruit more than 12,000 
men because of the influence of the partisans anong the native 
population, By January 1946, the mmber of Istrebiteli troops had 
decreased to 2,000 and some of these were actually partisan arents, 


The Smersh in Lithuamia has the richt to requisition troops fron 
the MGB and MVD. It maintains its owm concentraiion camps and in- 
terrovation centers and operates under 4 veil of exceptional secrecy. 
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
